AUGUSTA,  Ga.,  Nov.  10  (UPI) 
— President  Eisenhower,  a caus- 
tic critic  of  President-elect  John 
F.  Kennedy  during  the  election 
campaign,  prepared  today  to  help 
the  incoming  .Chief  Executive 
launch  his  “New  Frontier”  ad- 
ministration. 


Eisenhower  awaited  Kennedy’s 
selection  of  personal  representa- 
tives to  see  government  prob- 
lems at  first-hand  before  start- 
ing a 70-day  program  to  pave 
the  way  for  a Democratic  take- 
over next  Jan.  20.

In  Devotional  . . . 


Freedom  Stressed  by  Elder  Young 


“If  you  are  not  willing  to  fight  | 
for  the  freedom  of  this  country,  j 
something  is  wrong,”  declared  S. 
Dilworth  Young  as  he  spoke  in  | 
the  devotional  assembly  Wed- : 
riesday  in  the  fieldhouse. 

ELDER  YOUNG,  a member  of  j 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy,  re- 1 
minded  the  audience  that  this 
country  was  “established  under 
the  influence  of  God”  to  be  the 
place  of  the  restoration  of  the 
Church.  He  added,  however,  that 
we  should  not  back  the  govern- 
ment unless  it  maintains  right- 
eous principles. 

“Conduct  not  guided  by  right- 
eous principles  can  do"  no  one 
any  good  and  may  do  much 
harm,”  he  said. 


ELDER  YOUNG’S  talk  includ- 
ed many  moral-filled  stories.  He 
told  of  an  incident  in  which  he 
and  his  son  were  trying  to  get 
by  an  usher  into  the  temple 
grounds  for  a meeting  for  serv- 
icemen and  presiding  authorities. 

The  usher  told  Elder  Young 
that  the  uniform  “will  let  him  in 
but  it  won’t  let  you  in.”  Elder 
Young  said  he  was  upset  because 
he  felt  he  probably  was  more 
qualified  to  enter  through  the 
gate. 

THE  SEVENTY  related  this  to  j 
entrance  into  the  Kingdom  of 
God.  The  Lord  will  give  keys 
only  to  those  who  are  worthy 
and  qualified  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  the  priesthood, 
he  said. 


“The  majority  is  often  wrong, 
even  when  you  are  with  the  ma- 
jority,” declared  Elder  Young  as 
he  cautioned  his  audience  about 
trying  to  always  do  as  the  ma- 
jority does. 

He  illustrated  this  with  a story 
of  a missionary  who  broke  one  of 
the  mission  rules  and  became  en- 
gaged to  a local  girl.  The  boy 
rationalized  his  situation  by  say- 
ing that  “everyone  else  is  doing 
it.” 

ELDER  YOUNG  told  another 
story  of  a boy  who  returned  to 
him  after  an  interview  and  con- 
fessed that  he  had  not  admitted 
a habit.  This  boy  had  not  only 
deceived  Elder  Young,  but  the 
night  previous  he  had  asked  the 
Lord  to  sustain  him  in  it  also. 

I The  Seventy  warned  the  audi- 
ence against  this  by  quoting  the 
Scripture  saying  that  God  will 
not  look  upon  sin  with  the  least 
I degree  of  allowance. 


THE  PRESIDENT  invited  the 
Senator  to  nan\e  observers  to 
work  closely  with  cabinet  of- 
ficers and  other  high  officials  to 
make  the  transition  as  smooth  as 
possible. 

Kennedy’s  reply  to  Eisenhow- 
er’s offer  of  full  cooperation  in 
terminating  eight  years  of  Re- 
publican rule  was  e'xpected  to  be 
disclosed  by  mid-morning. 

Disappointed  in  the  election 
results.  Eisenhower  flew  here 
yesterday  to  start  a lengthy  golf- 
ing vacation  that  may  extend 
through  Thanksgiving  weekend, 

EISENHOWER  dispatched  a 
telegram  to  Kennedy  concerning 
the  shift  in  administrations  and 
his  suggestion  for  a “break-in” 
period  shortly  after  his  arrival. 

This  was  similar  to  former 
J President  Harry  S.  Truman’s  of- 
fer to  let  the  Presidents  repre- 
; sentatives  have  a seat  inside  high 
! government  circles  to  simplify 
the  changeover  in  1953. 

HENRY  CABOT  Lodge,  the 
! defeated  GOP  Vice  Presidential 
nominee,  and  Joseph  F.  Dodge, 

, Eisenhower’s  first  budget  direc- 
j tor.  were  the  two  chief  liaison 
men  in  that  cooperative  effort. 

Prospects  of  an  immediate 
Kennedy-Eisenhower  meeting  to 
discuss  the  forthcoming  switch 
were  minitnized  by  the  White 
House.  A spokesman  said  it 
seemed  likely  that  the  victorious 
, Democratic  candidate  w’o  u 1 d 
| want  to  rest  before  undertaking 
his  new  responsibilities. 

It  may  be  two  or  three  weeks 
before  the  70-year-old  president 
and  his  43-year-old  successor 
meet  to  discuss  the  transition.

Academic  Purpose  of  Wye  Magazine 

The  real  heart  of  Brigham 
Young  University  is  a satisfy- 
ing academic  enthusiasm,  and 
part  of  that  enthusiasm  which 
assures  healthy  pulse  is  the 
Fine  Arts  program.  The  Wye 
magazine  is  the  official  fine 
arts  publication  of  the  Uni- 
ersity,  differing  from  other 
student  publications  in  that 
its  special  function  is  to  nur- 
ture interest  in  culture.  The 
Wye  acquaints  students  with 
the  best  in  artistic  creativity 
— a focus  on  beauty  and  sensi- 
tivity. 

The  editors  of  the  Wye 
magazine  feel  heavily  the  re- 
sponsibility of  avoiding  banal, 
culturally  stunted  trends  — 
trends  that  mesmerize  the 
public ; which  public  generally 
graduates  from  Looney  Tunes  and  Merrie  Melodies  to  tele- 
vision with  scarcely  a poem  between.  Then  Maverick  (Bang! 
Bang!)  guns  down  culture  at  twenty  paces.  Night  after  hyp- 
notizing night  they  sit  burping  at  brassy  ads  (nauseum)  and

On  vulgar  arts  beneath  their  care.” 

And  if  they'  do  express  poetic  ardor,  it’s  for  a Madison 
Avenue  jingle: 

“Moonlight  looks  good,  like  a (Clap!  Clap!) 

Moonlit  knight  should.” 

This  is  activity  below  capacity — appreciation  below  abil- 
ity. 

The  Wye  strives  (1)  to  stifle  dribble — this  loutish  and 
counterfeit  culture — the  quick-frozen  heat-and-eat  culture 
that  satisfies  without  stimulating;  and  (2)  to  develop  an 
awareness  to,  beauty  and  legitimate  art — The  art  of  artists 
who,  a§  God’s  children,  mave  molded  thought  and  sweat  in- 
to color  and  verse. 

The  Wye  prints  the  best  poetby,  essays,  short  stories, 
painting  and  photography  that  university  talent  can  produce. 
In  the  selection  of  material  the  editors  hold  that  good  art 
and  literature  are  vibrant  and  forceful.  To  be  granted,  their 
beauty  is  not  like  the  boom-boom  of  a football  game,  neither 
are  they  dust  covered  and  fuzzy  with  a skull-full  of  intellect- 
ual cobwebs.

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Forum’s  Purpose 


Dear  Editor: 


In  regard  to  the  recent  Uni- 
verse editorial  entitled  “Was  the 
Forum  Effective?’  referring  to 
the  Freedom  Forum  which  was 
held  on  campus  last  week,  in 
which  you  discussed  the  question 
of  whether  the  tuition  fee  of 
SI 2. 00  was  too  high,  I should 
like  to  make  the  following  ob- 
servations: 


1.  The  Freedom  Forum  was 
presented  specifically  for  civic, 
business  and  educational  leaders, 
and  was  not  intended  to  be  a 
mass  meeting  for  students.  The 
reasons  for  this  were:  Most  stu- 
dents would  not  be  able  to  get 
away  from  their  school  work 
and  studies  for  a day  long  pro- 
gram; it  was  the  intention  of 
these  presenting  the  Freedom 
Forum  for  the  National  Educa- 
tion Program  to  offer  informa- 
tion in  a way  that  representa- 
tives of  participating  organiza- 
tions could  in  turn  take  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Forum  to  their 
associates  through  the  use  of 
tapes,  films  and  printed  mater- 
ials. 


2.  The  $12.00  tuition  fee  was 
determined  as  an  estimated  rate 
to  cover  the  direct  expenses  of 
the  Forum.  In  most  instances 
the  fee  was  paid  by  organiza- 
tions sending  representatives.  We 


feel  that  as  much  as  possible, 
special  adult  education  events 
should  be  supported  financially 
by  those  who  attend  them,  rather 
than  by  appropriations  from 
University  funds.  This  was,  in- 
cidentally, in  keeping  with  the 
individualism  theme  of  the  pro- 
gram. 

3.  In  your  editorial  you  in- 
dicated that  there  may  have 
been  a large  number  of  students 
attending  from  other  schools. 
Our  records  indicate  that  there 
were  only  three. 

In  view  of  the  wide-spread 
interest  demonstrated  in  the 
Freedom  Forum,  we  know  you 
will  be  interested  to  learn  that 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  pre- 
sent the  important  problems 
which  confront  us  as  a freedom- 
loving  people  to  the  BYU  stu- 
dentbody. Please  be  assured  that 
the  length,  location,  time  and 
cost,  if  any,  of  such  programs 
will  be  especially  geared  to  BYU 
students’  time  schedule  and  poc- 
ketbook. 

We  appreciate  the  interest 
which  the  Universe  staff  has 
demonstrated  in  this  Forum,  and 
are  grateful  for  the  careful  news 
coverage  which  was  given  to 
the  event.

Utah’s  general  deer  hunting  season  came  to  a close  Nov. 
■ All  indications  pointed  to  a highly  successful  hunt  on  most 
' the  state’s  62  deer  herd  units. 

Mild  weather,  lack  of  foliage,  and  accessibility  into  most 
the  hunting  country  accounted  for  another  good  harvest 

HOLDERS  OF  A REGULAR  license  and  tag  who  failed 
bag  a deer  during  the  regular  season  may  still  go  afield 
ring  an  extended  season  on  some  herd  units.  All  rules  and 
[illations  go  governing  these  units  are  shown  in  the  1960 
iting  proclamations  available  from  license  agents  through- 
the  state. 

A total  of  21,471  deer  were  checked  through  the  Santa 
•a  station  by  15,200  hunters  this  year.  A comparison 
h last  year’s  figures  shows  that  there  were  694  less  hunt- 
in  the  field  this  year,  but  251  more  deer  were  killed.
